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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Poole does not teach 
or suggest a method of distributing a plurality of documents as claimed in independent claiml. The Office respectfully disagrees. Poole 
provides the Inferencing capabilities of the Inference Engine (Poole, col.5, 1.53-63) for resolving entity reference (Poole, col.7, 1.50-60) 
and appended entity name (Poole, col.
